Report on Kyouk Phyoo Harbour. 


ETWEEN the North End of Ramree Island and seve- 

ral small Isiands to the Northward of it, thore is a 
passage leading to the Eastward; it affords a safe and come. 
anodious Harbour for Shipa of the largest class :—The Her- 
bour iv named Kyouk Phyoo, from a village which is on the 
ON. W. part of Ramee, and may be interpreted Whiie Stone 
Herbour, Commodore Sir John ilayes was the first who 
brought this Hurbour to the notice of Government, having 
visited it with part of the Flotilla in 1826. 
The Ingresa and Egress are easy, during the day, but not 

no by night; for, besides the dangers that ere inunediately 
about the entrance of the Harbour, the Terrible Rocks, that 


are about 10 miles to the Westward of the Saddle Island, 
being low and some of them below the surface, make it 
very hazardous to run for the Harbour at such time; and 
should Kyouk Phyoo become a place of great resort, a light 
of some sort will be indispensable;--On the Northern Rock of 
the Terribles would be the most advantageous position for a 
light; but L apprehend the top will not afford sufficient space 
for a house, although it would only be necessary to erect pg 
rmall one, as all that » Ship could require would be te 
know the position of the Terribles, and from thence how to 
direct her course towards the Pagoda Rock; for 1 consider 
that, having passed the North End of Saddle Island, a Ship 
will find the water smooth enough to anchor until morning. 
The Terrible Rocks are high enough to be discerned during 
day light at five or six miles from a Vessel’s deck of 12 feet 
high, and therefore any beacon placed on them to direct 
Ships at that time is unnecessary. 


The Harbour of Kyouk Pliyoo is superior to Akyab, on 
account of its easy access at all seasons of the year, and the 
ease with which a Ship can quit during the S. W. Monsoon; 
whereas the mouth of the Arracan River is environed by a 
shallow bar, and Ships must choose moderate weather to 
put to Sea. 


The Tides in Kyouk Phyoo are very moderate, ag it is 
only for three or four days on the Springs that their velo- 
city is between two and three miles per honr: the rise and 
fall of the Water is between eleven and twelve feet, and it js 
High Water at full and change at 9 hours. 


The depth in some parts of Kyouk Phyoo Harbour is in- 
convenient’'y great being 30 and 40 fathoms; bnet afrer get- 
ting to the Eastward of the Flag Staff Point there ts a level 
anchoriag ground with from 12 to 9 fathoms all over st. 


The most convenient anchorage is with the Flag Staff bear- 
ing from W. by N. to W. N. W. distant about halfor three 
quarters of a mile, in 10 fathoms at low water, A Ship will 
then be about a quarter of a mile off the flat which lines the 
Ramree Shore, aud her communication with the shore be 
quick; the flat extends about 250 yards off in some parte 
wand dries at low spring tides with 5 or 6 fathoms close to its 
edge; by anchoring nearer to the Flag Staff you will feel the 
Kdiies from the point, and be unsteady. 


About one and three quarter miles to the South Enaat 
from the Flag Stuff there is an infet which branches off 
into several small Creeks running to the Southward and 
Westward; the inlet is shallow at its entrance not having 


a Ship of three or four tundred Tons may warp into it, 
but from the Mangroves and swampy ground about the 
Creek it is an unhealthy looking place. 


At 8} miles to the E.S. E. of the Flag Staff is the 
North East point of Ramree, and from the latter a little 
more than a mile to the N. N, Et. is the South point of 
Buffaloe Island; between the two is Fletcher Hayes’s 
Straits, by which the communication is kept up with Ram- 
ree Town, Sandowny, and Ayeng; I have not examined 
beyond the N. E. point of Ramree, but I see that Mr. Bow- 
mau’s Chart exhibits a great depth of water in the Strait. 


There is na passage on the North side of Buffaloe Island 
lending into Combermere Bay, but only fit for Boats. 


The Islands which form the North side of Kyouk Phyoo 
Harbour are small; and their general height is from one 
hundred to about three hundred feet, they are rocky, and 
covered with Jungle. 


The North point of Ramree, where the Cantonment 
stands, appeara to be a dry and sandy soil ; but from Pros- 
pect Hill, I saw much Jungle and swempy ground to the 
Southward, which must affect the salubrity ofthe place. His 
Majesty’s Ship Satellite, with a view to trying the climate 
of Kyouk Phyoo, remained in the Harbour all June, July, 
and August; it may be questioned if such a trial is conclu- 
sive, since the height of the Rains is not the sickly season ; 
and every Ship that may visit the Port is not likely to be 
so well housed over, and the Crew carefully preserved from 
exposure. .

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Report on Kyouk Phyoo Harbour. 


—eairenars 


ETWEEN the North End of Ramree Island and seve- 
ral small Islands to the Northward of it, there is a 
passage leading to the Eastward; it affords a safe and come 
modioun Harbour for Ships of the largest class :—~—The Har. 
hour is named Kyouk Phyoo, from a village which is on the 
N. W. part of Ramree, and may be interpreted White Stone 
Harbour. Commodore Sir John Hayes was the first who 
brought this Harbour to the notice of Government, having 
visited it with part of the Flotilla in 1826, 


The Ingress aud Egress are easy, during the day, but not 
so by night; for, besides the dangers that are immediately 
about the entrance of the Harbour, the Terrible Rocks, that 
are about JO miles to the Westward of the Saddle laland, 
being low and some of them below the surface, make it 
very hazardous to run for the Harbour at such ume; and 
should Kyouk Phyoo become s place of grent resort, a light 
of some sort will be indispensable: —On the Northern Rock of 
the Terribles would be the most advantageous position for a 
light; but Lapprehend the top will not afford sufficient space 
for » house, although it would only be necessary to erect & 
small one, as all that a Ship could require would be to 
know the position of the Terribles, and from thence haw to 
direct her course towards the Pagoda Rock; for I consider 
that, having passed the North End of Saddle Island, a Ship 
will find the water smooth enough to anchor until aiorning. 
The Terrible Rocks are high enough to be discerned during 
day tight at five or six miles from a Veasel’s deck of 12 feet 
high, and therefore any beacon placed on thew to direct 
Ships at that time is unnecessary, 


The Harbour of Kyouk Phyoo ts superior to Akvab. on 
account of its easy access at all seasons of the year, and the 
ease with which » Ship can quit during the S. W. Monsoon; 
whereas the mouth of the Arracan River is environed by a 
shallow bar, and Ships must choose moderate weather to 
put to Sea. 


The Tides in Kyouk Phyoo aro very woderate, ag it ie 
only for three or four days on the Springs that their velo- 
city is between two and three miles per hour: the rise and 
fall of the Water is between eleven and twelve feet, and tt is 
High Water at full and chanze at 9 hours. 


The depth in some parts of Kyouk Phyoo Harbour is in- 
conveniently great being 30 and 40 fathoms; but after get- 
ting to the Kastward of the Fla, Staff Point there is a level 
anchoring ground with from 12 to 9 fathoms all over it. 


The most convenient anchorage is with the Fing Staff bear. 
ing from W. by N. to W. N, W. distant about half oc three 
quarters of a mile, in 10 fathoma at low water. A Ship wilt 
then he about a quarter of a mile off the flat which lines the 
Ramree Shore, and her communication with the shore be 
quick; the flat extends about 250 yards off in some parr 
and dries at low spring tides with 5 or 6 fathoms close to ita 
edge; by anchoring nearer to the Fing Staff you will feel the 
Eddies from the point, and be unsteady. 7 


About one and three quarter miles to the South ‘Radt 
from the Flag Staff there is an inlet which branches off 
into several sinall Creeks running to the Southward an@ 
Weatward; the inlet is shallow at its entrance not havi 
more than 1} or 2 fathome water, but ia deeper within ; and 
a Ship of three or four hundred Tons may watp into ix, 
but from the Mangroves and swampy ground about the 
Creck it is an unhealthy looking place. |

The North point of Ramree, where the Cantonmeni 
stands, appeara to be a dry and sandy soil; but from Pros- 
pect Hill, I saw much Jungle and swampy ground to the 
Southward, which must affect the salubrity ofthe place. His 
Majesty’s Ship Satellite, with a view to trying the climate 
of Kyouk Phyoo, remained in the Harbour ali June, July, 
and Angust; it may be questioned if such a4 trial ts conclu- 
sive, aince the height of the Rains is not the sickly season ; 
and every Ship that may visit the Port is not likely to be 
so well housed over, and the Crew carefully preserved from 
exposure. 


The Coast of Arracan is generally unhealthy, as fevers 
prevail in some degree throughout the year :—Kyouk Phyoo

Report on Kyouk Phyoo Harbour. 


ome 


ETWEEN the North End of Ramree Island and seve. 
ral small Islands to the Northward of it, there isa 
passage leading to the Rastward; it affords a safe and com- 
modiouas Harbour for Ships of the largest class :-—The Har. 
hour is named Kyouk Phyoo, from a village which is on the 
N. W. part of Ramree, and may be interpreted White Stone 
Harbour. Commodore Sir John Hayes waa the firet who 
brought this Harbour to the notice of Government, having 
visited it with part of the Flotilla in 1826. 


The Ingress and Egress are easy, during the day, but not 
so by night; for, besides the dangers that are immediately 
about the entrance of the Harbour, the Terrible Rocks, that 
are about 10 miles to the Westward of the Saddle Island, 
being Jow and some of them below the surface, muke it 
very hazardous to run for the Harbour at such time; and 
should Kyouk Phyoo become a place of great resort, a light 
of some sort will be indispensable :—On the Northern Rock of 
the Terribles would be the most advantageous position for a 
light; but [apprehend the top will not afford sufficient space 
for a house, although it would only be necessary to erect & 
small one, as all that a Ship could require would he to 
know the position of the Terribles, and from thence how to 
direct her course towards the Pagoda Rock; for i consider 
that, having passed the North End of Saddle Island, a Ship 
will find the water smooth enough to anchor untl morning. 
The Terrible Rocks are high enough to be discerned ducing 
day light at five or 8ix miles from a Vessel’s deck of 12 feet 
high, and therefore any beacon placed on then to direct 
Ships at that time is unnecessary. 


The Harbour of Kyouk Phyoo ts superior to Akyab, on 
account of its easy uccess at all seasons of the year, and the 
ease with which a Ship can quit during the S. W. Monsoon; 
whereas the mouth of the Arracarn Rivec is environed by a 
shallow bar, and Ships must choose moderate weather to 
putty Sea. 


The Tides in Kyouk Phyoo are very moderate, as it is 
only for three or four days on the Springs that their velo- 
city is between two and three miles per hour: the rise and 
fall of the Water is between eleven and twelve feet, and it is 
High Water at full and change at 9 hours. 


The depth in some parts of Kyouk Phyoo Harbour is in- 
conveniently preat being 30 and 40 fathoms; but after get- 
ting to the Eastward of the Flag Staff Point there is a level 
anchoring ground with from 12 to 9 fathoma all over it, 


The most convenient anchorage is with the Flag Staff bear- 
ing from W. by N. to W. N, W. distant about half or th-ee 
uarters of w mile, in 10 fathoms at low water. A Ship will 
then be about a quarter of a mile off the flat which lines the 
Ramree Shore, and her communication with the shore be 
quick; the flat extends about 250 yards off in some parts 
nnd dries at low spring tides with 5 or G fathoms close to its 
edge; by anchoring nearer to the Flag Staff you will feel the 
Eddies from the point, and be unsteady. 


About one and three quarter miles to the South Eat 
from the Flag Staff there is an inlet which branchea off 
into several small Creeks running to the Southward and 
Westward; the inlet is shallow at its entrance not having 
more than 12 or 2 fathoma water, but is deeper within ; and 
a Ship of three or four hundred Tons may warp into it, 
but from the Mangroves and swampy ground about the 
Creek it is an unhealthy looking place. 


At 33 miles to the E.S. EB. of the Flag Staff is the 
North East point of Ramree, and from the latter a little 
more than a mile to the N. N. Et. is the South point of 
Buffaloe Island; between the two is Fletcher Hayes’s 
Straits, by which the communication is kept up with Ram- 
ree Town, Sandoway, and Ayeng; I have not examined 
beyond the N. E. point of Ramree, but I see that Mr. Bow- 
man’s Chart exhibits a great depth of water in the Strait. 


There is # passage on the North side of Buffuloe Iuland 
leading into Combermere Bay, but only fit for Boats. 


The Istands which form the North side of Kyouk Phyoo 
Harbour are amall; and their general height is from one 
hundred to about three kandratl feet, they are rocky, and 
covered with Jungle. 


The North point of Ramree, where the Cantonment 
stands, appears to be a dry and sandy soil; but from Pros- 
pect Hill, £ saw much Jungle and swampy ground to the 
Southward, which must affect the salubrity of the place. His 
Majesty’s Ship Satellite, with a view to trying the climate 
of Kyouk Phyoo, remained in the Harbour al! June, July, 
and August; it may be questioned if such a trial is conclu- 
sive, since the height of the Rains is not the sickly season ; 
and every Ship that may visit che Port is not likely to be 
so well housed over, and the Crew carefully preserved from 
exposure, | 
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The Coast of Arracan ia generally unhealthy, as fevers 
prevail in some degree throughout the year :—Kyouk Phyoo 
is | believe one of the most healthy parts of the Const, bu 
not exempted from the consequences of the Monsoon 
breaking up, in the neighbourhood of Sunderbunds ; there. 
fore September and Uctober will be found less healthy than 
at other Seasons: Judging of the weather we experienced 
in February, | am of option that Convalesceuts from Cul- 
cutta would find benefit by a visit to Kyouk Phyoo from the 
beginning of January to the middle of April, at which time 
there in a fine Sea breeze blowing daily from about 10 a. ar, 
potil 9 or 1Oe.m.; the weather is dry and wornidngs cleat 
and free of the heavy fogs which Akyub is subject to. 


The water is good, although procured at Wells; Poultry 
and Fish are plentiful; Vegetables, from the place being 
so recently settled, are not se; we obtained some of the 
European kind fram the Gardens, which were goad. The 
Cattle are of a good size, und without doubt good Beef 
mipht be had if they were tuken care of.

Charge.—~“< With having, on or about the 22d day of 
October IS3t, been concerned in falsely and maliciously 
accusing Rattan Bisht, Subadarof the same Corps, of 
the crime of Murder, by instigating and promoting a 
prosecution to that effect: and falsely and wilfully 
swearing in supportof it before the Foujdarry Adawlut 
at Kemaoon, onor about the 25th day of November 1331.” 


Additionai Charqe.—** Keerro Rout, Jemadar Ke- 
mavor Local Battalion, charged by the Court Martial 
before whieh he ia being tried, on a Charge preferred 
against him by order of His Excellency theo Commander 
in Chief, with various instances of highly discespeotful 
anil contumacious conduct towards the Court; espe. 
cially onthe 6th July 1832, being the 4th day of the 
tourt’s sitting, in quitting the Court without asking 
any feave, and refusing to return, though advised to do 
40, and admonished of the consequences by the Presi- 
dent: also in having dectured that he merely attonded 
because he was ordered, bat that he should pay no 
attention to the Proceedings, for that sooner than do 
so, he would keep his fingers in his cars.”

“ The Court having likewise duly deliberated on the 
additional Charge it has had the painful duty of exhi-
